Following the usual consultations, it is my intention to appoint Brigadier- 
General Cameron Ross of Canada to the post of Force Commander of UNDOF. General 
Ross will be promoted to the rank of Major-General before assuming che post. He 
will replace Major-General David Stapleton of Ireland who completed his tour of 
duty on 31 August 1998. 

I should be grateful if you would bring this matter to the attention of the 
members of the Security Council.
